TO BE SAVED 


A plan for preserving the old home­ 
stead of General Sam Houston against 
ravages of tim e and fire is linden erne 
sideration 
by 
the 
officials 
of 
the 
T exas H istorical Society, Judge Tom 
L. McCullough, well known ju rist and 
rn era lier of the board of directors of 
tho historical society, said in D allas 
this week. 
H ouston’s hom e at H untsville one 
ot tin* sta te ’s most cherished shrines 
and model of early T exas architecture, 
is now owned by the state. 
To pro­ 
tect this structure, which has played 
such an im portant part in Texas his­ 
tory, 
it m ust in* guarded day and 
night, Judge M cCullough said. 
“And even then it is not safe,” be 
{rotated out. 
“A sm all spark fanned 
into a flum e and one of our m ost val­ 
uable contacts w ith the early life of 
fhe state would go up in smoke.” 
Judge M cCullough sjiid th at few, lf 
any, of the old landm arks of Texas 
art* safe from fire, 
Most of them are 
constructed of wood which has dried 
out with years of use. 
Fear has been 
expressed 
by' 
historians 
in 
various 
parts of the state over and over th a t 
these shrines might be consumed by 
fire because they sire tinder dry.

is my opinion.” Judge McCul­ 
lough sJiid, “ th a t ste p s should Im* taken 
to fireproof General H ouston’s hom e­ 
stead with an effective fire proofing 
m aterial. 
The cost would 
ho sm all 
jmd this historically valuable stru c­ 
ture would lie preserved for itll time.
